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Community 
stands behind 
long time 
resident

Didsbury Inn owner John 
“Jack” Sheridan was arrested 
by RCMP on June 21, and is 
now facing a possible extradi¬ 
tion to Florida in connection 
with a fatal motor vehicle ac¬ 
cident that happened in Florida 
in 1968. 

Sheridan, age 68, has lived 
in Didsbury for almost 20 
years, where he has raised his 
children and operated his busi¬ 
ness. Didsbury residents are 
shocked to hear of his arrest. 

According to a published re¬ 
port in the Vero Beach 
(Florida) Press Journal Friday, 
Sheridan was convicted of kill¬ 
ing a 37-year-old man and in¬ 
juring 23 others when his car 
slammed into a Greyhound 


lack Sheridan 

bus on Feb. 10. 1968. 

The dead man was a passen¬ 
ger in Sheridan’s vehicle. Pas¬ 
sengers on the bus suffered nu¬ 
merous injuries, including bro¬ 
ken bones. In Feb. 1969, a 
Florida jury found Sheridan 
guilty of manslaughter by cul¬ 
pable negligence and man¬ 
slaughter by intoxication. 

An appeals court overturned 
the convictions and a new trial 
was ordered for Oct. 1971. 
Sheridan was out on bond pend¬ 
ing the re-trial. He moved to 
Canada after the conviction 
was overturned. 


“Jack believed this was dealt 
with and in the past,” said 
Sheridan’s lawyer, Brian 
Forestell. “He was originally 
convicted, but then that was 
appealed. The bond he posted 
was even returned to him. He 
has been to the States and 
Florida many times since then, 
and he has not had any prob¬ 
lems.” 

In has been reported in other 
newspapers that it was discov¬ 
ered where Sheridan was living 
through an anonymous tip, but 
Forestell believes that is not 
true. 

“My impression after speak¬ 
ing with the States Department 
is that the Cold Case Squad 
does checks in the data base on 
old files, and they came across 
this case. I don’t think there 
was any anonymous call," said 
Forestell. 

Also according to Didshury’s 
Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer, an inves¬ 
tigation unit was doing a check 
and came across the Cold Case 
file. 

Sheridan was released on 
$10,000 bail following an ap¬ 
pearance in Court of Queen’s 


Bench. He is scheduled back in 
court in Calgary on August 10. 

“The only thing that will 
happen at the next court date, 
is a new date will be set for 
something,” said Forestell. 
“Now the States need to pre¬ 
pare a record to prove this case. 
Basically they need to have 
enough proof that would get a 
conviction. After that the 
record is sent to the Federal 
Justice Department in Canada, 
and they determine if it is some¬ 
thing they would proceed with. 
If it is they would start the ex¬ 
tradition process, then he 
would go to trial.” 

Forestell feels confident 
there will be no extradition. 

"I don’t think it will get to 
that point,” said Forestell. "No 
one has a bad word to say about 
Jack, he is respected and liked, 
gentle, good guy. From what I 
have seen, the chance of them 
getting a conviction is so slim. 
He has not been living in hid¬ 
ing. he has been living his life 
and running a prominent busi¬ 
ness. not something a fugitive 
would do.”

Alberta Special Constables may soon 
carry sidearms, and make arrests 


The Chinook’s Edge School 
Division submitted a balanced 
budget to the government last 
week but not without dipping 
into its reserve funds to do so. 

Board chair Roy Brassard 
cited rising energy costs and 
the province’s inability to 
meet increased operational 
funding demands. 

“It’s no question that 
when you get down below a 
million dollars ... it doesn’t 
leave you any room for emer¬ 
gencies or eventualities,” he 
said. “The government has 
not kept pace with the de¬ 
mands on the schools, cost of 
fuel has been going up and 
has not been recognized by 
the government in any signifi¬ 
cant way.” 

This is the third straight 
year the school division used 
reserve funds to cover their 
deficit. 

Next year’s deficit is pro¬ 
jected to be 1.4 per cent and 
nearly $1.1 million was used 
to balance the projected $86- 
million needed to run the 40 
schools within the division 
next year, leaving the CESD 
with roughly $986,000 in its 
total reserves, well below the 
school board’s desired four 
per cent ratio. 

Superintendent Jim Gib¬ 
bons commented to board 
members prior to passing the 
budget that it seemed the gov¬ 
ernment doesn’t want to 
share its wealth with schools 
in the province. 

“By underfunding you are 
actually creating another 
deficit and that’s the deficit 
that your schools won’t be 
well maintained and that will 
end up costing the govern¬ 
ment more,” Gibbons said. 

“It’s an interesting pre¬ 
dicament in that we pat our¬ 
selves on the back at Took 
how well Alberta is doing due 
to high energy costs,’ but at 
the same time it doesn’t seem 
to filter down to the fact that 
we are also paying high en¬ 
ergy costs,” Gibbons said, 
who suggested to members the 
need to lobby Alberta Educa¬ 
tion for more money. 

The school division’s en¬ 
ergy contract is up for re¬ 
newal and officials are hoping 
to negotiate a long-term elec¬ 
tricity contract at 0.06 kilo¬ 
watt/hours. 

The current contract is for 
0.08644 kW/h. 

On the bright side, the 
CESD hired 13 new teaching 
staff and a little over 11,100 
students are projected to at¬ 
tend schools in the division 
next year - a one per cent in¬ 
crease from last year and the 
second straight increase in as 
many years. 

The budget now awaits ap¬ 
proval from Alberta Learning 
and Gibbons said he is confi¬ 
dent that it will go through.

Special Constables in Al¬ 
berta could soon be given 
permission to make arrests 
and carry sidearms if a pro¬ 
vincial review of the pro¬ 
gram warrants the move. 

Mountain View County 
S/Cst Jayson Nelson said al¬ 
lowing Special Constables 
more authority, particularly 
in traffic matters, is a smart 
way to utilize all available 
resources. 

“It would free up police to 
deal with more serious 
criminal matters,” he said. 
“It allows for more flexibil¬ 
ity.” 

The Special Constable 
program is unique to Al¬ 
berta, and because it in¬ 
cludes everyone from peace 
officers, to fish and wildlife 
officers, conservation offic¬ 
ers, court clerks and prison 
escorts. Nelson would like 
to see a tiered system sepa¬ 
rating the duties of peace of¬ 
ficers from the rest. 

The MI,A review commit¬ 
tee working on the project 


is considering a name 
change to “Deputy Consta¬ 
ble” as a way to designate 
and identify the various lev¬ 
els of responsibility. 

Nelson said strict train¬ 
ing guidelines would need to 
be implemented if arrest and 
firearm authorities are 
granted. 

“The job we do is hazard¬ 
ous, and it’s the same as 
what the RCMF do, with 
added danger that we’re of¬ 
ten conducting our duties in 
remote areas with little or 
no radio communication,” 
he said. “What I’m suggest¬ 
ing here is that the province 
needs to take a very serious 
look at, at least allowing 
municipalities the choice to 
decide whether their special 
constables need to have 
sidearms.” 

Under current policy, Spe¬ 
cial Constables are only al¬ 
lowed to carry a baton and 
pepper spray. 

An MI,A review committee 
is now gathering input from 
municipalities on the re¬ 
view, and Nelson, along with 


Reeve A1 Kemmere, attended 
an information session last 
month, but some Mountain 
View County Councillors are 
upset that it wasn’t brought 
to them before the June 22 
council meeting. 

“Obviously this has been 
in the works for quite some 
time and we haven’t been 
provided with an opportu¬ 
nity to provide input on 
what our taxpayers think or 
what we think,” said Coun¬ 
cillor Kathy Blain. “We’re 
looking at a total new legis¬ 
lative process for Alberta 
and the implications are 
huge, what they’re doing 
here. 

Councillor Liz 

Negropontes shared Blain’s 
concern, and asked Nelson 
if he sees this as a move to¬ 
wards a provincial police 
service. 

“I don’t think this is a 
new level of enforcement. 
They’re just taking a closer 
look and seeing if there is 
room for changes,” Nelson 
said. “They haven’t re¬ 
viewed this program for 


some time.” 

The County has until 
June 30 to submit input to 
the review committee, and 
Reeve Kemmere said he’s 
happy to be included in dis¬ 
cussions at all. 

“I’m glad we were af¬ 
forded the opportunity to 
give input,” he said. “Typi¬ 
cally they do this kind of 
thing without our input.” 

Councillor Charlie Van 
Arnam pointed out that the re¬ 
view is in a “first draft” stage 
and further discussions and in¬ 
put are likely. 

“This is probably a year long 
process before any implementa¬ 
tion,” he said. “This is just our 
first kick at response to it, so I 
don’t see what the big deal is.” 

County passed a motion June 
22 to forward Nelson’s report, 
in support of the recommenda¬ 
tions, but included a line ex¬ 
pressing that more time to look 
it over would have been appre¬ 
ciated.

Thompson granted right to 
defend Canadians in Montana 
BSE case 


Myron Thompson, Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for Wild 
Rose was thrilled today 
when Montana District 
Court Judge Richard Cebull 
granted him amicus stand¬ 
ing in the R-Calf vs. USDA 
court case in Billings, Mon¬ 
tana. 

Judge Cebull is hearing 
the case for a permanent in¬ 
junction against live Cana¬ 
dian cattle and beef exports 
on July 27 in Billings. 

“In an unprecendented 
step, 64 Conservative Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament and 6 
Senators have been granted 
status to file an amicus 
brief in a Montana court by 
the same judge who earlier 
refused a similar applica¬ 
tion by the Liberal govern¬ 
ment. We have clearly suc¬ 
ceeded where the Liberal 


government has failed,” said 
Thompson. 

“The Liberals have no 
ability to defend the Cana¬ 
dian cattle industry in the 
District Court case as they 
never appealed Judge 
Cebull’s dismissal of their 
own amicus application. The 
amicus status awarded to 
the Conservatives will allow 
us to collectively submit to 
the court a single brief of no 
more than 10 pages. It will 
be formulated by our solici¬ 
tor, Barry Appleton, follow¬ 
ing consultations with in¬ 
dustry stakeholders,” stated 
Thompson. 

“We were waiting for the 
Liberals to do the right 
thing for our cattle industry, 
but they just didn’t care 
enough to re-enter the ring. 
Their focus was on the 


Sponsorship scandal rather 
than Canada’s cattle indus¬ 
try. We took the unprec¬ 
edented step of having the 
Official Opposition fight to 
protect our Canadian pro¬ 
ducers. This is a historic 
achievement since Canadian 
Parliamentarians have 
never before been granted 
standing in a foreign court 
and we will not back away 
from this fight,” said 
Thompson. 

“As a co-applicant of this ac¬ 
tion. I look forward to traveling 
to Billings at the end of July and 
representing not only Canada's 
Parliament but defending our 
Canadian producers. I’m hope¬ 
ful that with the right arguments 
Judge Cebull might re-open the 
border for Canadian cattle in 
short order,” concluded 
Thompson. 
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Dear Editor, 

Two health care decisions fol¬ 
lowed instructively one after an¬ 
other this month. The first, by US 
corporate giant General Motors, 
identified skyrocketing private 
health insurance and delivery 
costs as sources of unsupportable 
multi-billion dollar loses requiring 
layoffs of 25,000 GM workers, 
mainly in the US. The second, by 
the Supreme Court of Canada, 
opens the door to private health 
insurance and delivery, citing un¬ 
supportable wait-times for single- 
payer publicly insured services. 
GM US employees will lose their 
jobs and health care access for 
their families while Canadian 
plants will be spared by the GM 
decision, perhaps because of their 
reputation for high productivity 
and very likely, although surpris¬ 
ingly no one is saying it directly, 
because our comprehensive pub¬ 
lic health care system is part of 
our national infrastructure and 
industrial strategy. The Supreme 
Court decision offers Canadians 
the chance to revisit our arrange¬ 
ments and to adapt the public con¬

text in order to avoid the fate of 
those abandoned by private sys¬ 
tems and to sustain the Canadian 
advantage. Yet Health Care is an¬ 
other pillar of our society subject 
to criticism whenever adaption 
and innovation are needed or pro¬ 
posed. Sustainability has for some 
time been the buzz word. The costs 
of the baby boom demographic 
bulge and increasing costs of new 
technology are frequent points of 
reference. Too often they have 
been the excuse to abnegate re¬ 
sponsibility and to abandon estab¬ 
lished social responsibilities. But 
to say let the “marketplace” de¬ 
cide is not good enough. Doctors, 
not stockbrokers or investors, 
should be empowered to make 
medical decisions. Private sector 
participation in delivery of diag¬ 
nostic services under strict public 
sector control of costs and distri¬ 
bution is one thing. Privatization, 
even through so-called Public Pri¬ 
vate Partnerships, is something 
else; after all, private providers are 
free to leave the field when the go¬ 
ing gets rough, while public re¬ 
sponsibility remains. And privati¬ 


zation may actually make the 
problem worse. I recently learned 
from an interested party that pri¬ 
vate clinics in Vancouver have re¬ 
cruited Operating Room nursing 
staff from area hospitals, promis¬ 
ing less work for the same or more 
money to overworked nurses, in¬ 
creasing wait times for available 
surgeries in public hospitals. Pro¬ 
cedures can then be obtained, for 
those with the money to pay, in 
private clinics which do not have 
the obligation to provide nursing 
and beds for postoperative care; 
instead, patients are transferred 
to public hospitals which must ac¬ 
cept them, again increasing wait 
times for those who cannot afford 
private clinics. This is anecdotal 
and based on personal experience 
and disturbing. It seems PPP 
might also stand for Private Profit 
at Public expense.Long term, sta¬ 
ble, predictable funding and im¬ 
proved input into diagnostic serv¬ 
ices, which might include a pri¬ 
vate contribution, is not the whole 
solution by any means, but it is a 
good place to start, I suggest.

The count down is on for 
this 15 year old Didsbury 
student, who is about to 
embark on the adventure of 
a lifetime, and travel to 
Ayutthya, Thailand to live 
for one year. 

Jacquie Baril is excited 
about her student exchange, 
and became somewhat re¬ 
lieved when she discovered 
she would be living in 
Ayutthya, about 100 kms 
away from Bangkok. 

“Ayutthya is about the 
same size as Red Deer, not 
too big and not too small,” 
said Baril. “I thought I was 
going to end up living in 
Bangkok, and that would 
have been scary, it is so 
big.” 

Baril became involved in 
the cultural exchange 
through the Olds Rotary 
Club. During her time in 
Ayutthya she will attend a 
public school, and Baril 
thinks it will probably be an 
all girls one. 

“My first thing is learn¬ 
ing the language,” said 
Baril. “Right now I am 
learning the alphabet and 
things like I am hungry and 
I am thirsty.” 

Baril first found out in 
November that she would be 
going, but she just got her 
package last month telling 
her exactly where. 

“I found out in February 
that I was going to Thai¬ 
land,” said Baril. “Other 
than that I really did not 
know too much till last 
month.” 

The first family Baril will 
stay with is Boonsom 
Watcharakorn. While in 
Thailand Baril will take two 
trips, one to North Thai¬ 
land, and one to South Thai¬ 
land. 

“I am mostly excited to 
learn about the culture,” 
said Baril. “It will be both 
shocking and scary when I 
won’t be able to talk for the 
first while I am there. I re¬ 
ally love to talk, so I will go 
crazy. 1 think it will help me 
learn the language faster 
though, my need to talk.” 

Baril will learn the differ¬ 
ent roles, religion and back¬ 
ground of Thailand. Baril 
will complete half of grade 
10 and half of grade 11 when 
she is there, because the dif¬ 
ference in the school year. 
When she returns, she will 
complete her full grade 10 
year at Didsbury High 
School, where she currently 
is in grade 9. 

“That means when I get 


back I will be in the same 
grade as my little sister,” 
said Baril. “That sucks.” 

From her district there is 
one other girl going to Thai¬ 
land, who is from Medicine 
Hat. Most of the others in 
her district will be travel¬ 
ling to Europe for a year. 

Baril will leave on August 
20, and return around Au¬ 
gust 20, 2006. 

“It is going to be a 30 
hour flight,” said Baril who 
has travelled to Europe, 


Mexico and the Dominion 
Republic in the past. 

Baril is excited that they 
have both basketball and 
soccer in Thailand, and she 
plays both sports. 

“I plan on getting in¬ 
volved in both of those right 
away,” said Baril. “That will 
help me meet people and help 
me on the language.” 

The year away from her fam¬ 
ily is not going to be easy for 
Baril, especially around the 
holidays, because in Thailand 


they are Buddhists and they do 
not celebrate Christmas or 
Easter. 

“I am going to miss my par¬ 
ents very much and my friends, 
but not my sisters, they steal 
all my clothes,” said Baril. It 
is going to be hard not having 
my family with me at Christ¬ 
mas, especially not celebrating 
it. I might buy people presents 
and tell them this is what we 
do in my country today.” 

Aside from learning about 
the culture, Baril is looking for¬ 


ward to the food and the shop¬ 
ping. 

“I am going to come back 
fat because the food is so good,” 
said Baril. “And you can buy 
t-shirts for like $1 each, and I 
love to shop.” Each month 
Baril will receive a $100 allow¬ 
ance, and she does not have to 
pay for boarding. 

“I am really excited, I can’t 
wait,” said Baril. “It is going 
to be a really good experience 
and then I will be back home 
in a year.”

I was in Cremona this week to take some recycling and 
to deliver some things to the School. It was pretty quiet at 
the School. Because of the flood the water system had been 
compromised and regular classes suspended so the only kids 
in attendance were those who were writing exams. I’m glad 
I’m not writing exams. I might manage some of the English 
courses in the middle school but High School Math and 
Science would be totally beyond me and even the tools would 
be outside my understanding. Lap Tops, Palm Pilots, Black¬ 
berries, Internet, Websites, Digital sound and Imaging, 
phones that send text messages and connect to the internet, 
I wouldn’t know where to start or even what I was looking 
for.

We’ll hand over every¬ 
thing and look at what 
the future might hold. 

God willing, we will fly 
out on Wednesday morn¬ 
ing. Already we know 
that we will greatly miss 
our friends and mission 
family here, but we feel 
confident that the course 
we are following is 
God’s direction for our 
lives just now. Thank 
you very much for your 
prayers and support. 
Please continue to pray 
that we will be used by 
God, even during our 
vacation time with 
Janet’s sister and 
brother-in-law.

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Same-sex marriage 
vote expected this 
week

With the federal gov¬ 
ernment vowing to have 
its same-sex marriage bill 
passed soon, perhaps this 
week, Wild Rose Con¬ 
servative MP Myron is 
vowing to continue his 
long-time fight against 
the controversial legisla¬ 
tion. 

“We’re going back next 
week to continue the bat¬ 
tle.” said Thompson, a 
long-time opponent of ho¬ 
mosexuality. “And it’s 
gong to be a battle. They 
want to get it through. A 
bunch of their own cau¬ 
cus don’t want it 
through. 

“I'm not sure where 
it's going to end up. but 
we’ll be back on the bat¬ 
tle floor next week. If it’s 
passed I don’t know what 
will happen then.” 

Asked if a Conserva¬ 
tive government would 
make all same-sex mar¬ 
riages illegal. Thompson 
said, “I don’t think there 
is any policy in that re¬ 
gard. I don’t know what 
we’d do about that, but I 
know we are going to do 
everything we can do to 
stop it before this sum¬ 
mer is out.” 

A motion was passed 
in the House to extend 
the sitting of Parliament 
past the planned session 
end on June 23. 

If the NDP and Bloc 
vote with the government 
as expected, the same sex 
legislation certainly will 
pass. The Conservatives 
and some Liberals are 
expected to oppose the 
bill. 

The legislation 

changes the definition of 
marriage to include same- 
sex unions. The Supreme 
Court has ruled that the 
government has the right 


to redefine the definition 
of marriage. Court rul¬ 
ings in seven provinces 
(not Alberta) have said 
barring men from marry¬ 
ing men and women from 
marrying women is dis¬ 
criminatory. 

The Liberal govern¬ 
ment has said changing 
the definition of marriage 
is a matter of protecting 
rights; the Conservatives 
say only a man and a 
woman should be allowed 
to marry. 

If the legislation 
passes in the House, it is 
expected to pass through 
the Senate and become 
law in July. 

On Thursday, the Bloc 
and NDP joined the gov¬ 
ernment in passing the 
$4.6 billion amendment. 
The NDP agreed to sup¬ 
port the main budget bill 
in exchange for the gov¬ 
ernment adding the extra 
money, spent on social 
programs. 

MP Thompson says 
the budget amendment is 
not good for taxpayers. 

“There’s no way in the 
world that you should 
suddenly throw $4.6 bil¬ 
lion on top of the budget 
that we all approved of 
without any plan or 
specification. That's why 
we have all these unac¬ 
countable situations that 
are going on right now, 
because that’s the way 
they operate, and it’s got 
to stop.” 

Meanwhile, the Su¬ 
preme Court announced 
that it will be examining 
whether the government 
should be paying retroac¬ 
tive pension benefits to 
widowed partners of gays 
and lesbians. 

Claimants want retroac¬ 
tive payments dating back 
to 1985, when the Charter 
of Rights came into effect. 


Mad cow confirmed in USA

A second case of mad cow 
disease in the U.S. has been 
confirmed and this time of¬ 
ficials are saying the cow is 
believed to be American born 
and raised. 

“We don’t have any evi¬ 
dence that this was an im¬ 
ported animal,” USDA Sec¬ 
retary Mike Johanns told 
reporters Friday, June 23. 

Media rumors speculate 
the infected cow came from 
a herd in Texas, but 
Johanns said he wouldn’t 
confirm anything until 
DNA testing is completed. 

The “downer” cow was 
sent to a special testing fa¬ 
cility in Ames. Iowa in No¬ 
vember 2004, where conflict¬ 
ing test results were ob¬ 
tained. A sample of the brain 
tissue was then sent to 
Weybridge, England earlier 
this month for more inten¬ 
sive testing, which came 
back positive for BSE. 

Johanns said the conflict¬ 
ing test results concerned 
him, and he will be calling 
for a change in testing 
protocols, but that people 
could be assured that hu¬ 
mans were never at risk. 

“U.S. beef is safe, plain 
and simple,” he said. 

That’s the message 
Canada has been sending 
about its own beef supply 
since the first Canadian case 
was announced in May 2003, 
but lobby group R-CALF has 
kept the border closed to our 
cattle, arguing that Ameri¬ 
can beef is safer than Cana¬ 
dian beef. 

Cindy McCreath, spokes¬ 
person for the Canadian 
Cattlemen’s Association said 
this supports the CCA’s po¬ 
sition that the North Ameri¬ 
can beef industry is thor-

oughly integrated and that 
the risk factors are the same 
on both sides of the border. 

Whether or not the con¬ 
firmed case will have any 
impact on legal proceedings 
remains to be seen, but 
Wilhelm Vohs, a Spruce 
View rancher who had a 
cow test positive for BSE in 
January, thinks it’s a bad 
situation all around. 

“I don’t think it could 
help us because the U.S. has 
trading partners too, and if 
those countries close their 
borders to the U.S. it can 
only hurt us, not help us,” 
he said. 

But Johann’s is optimis¬ 
tic that international trade 
will not be negatively im¬ 
pacted. 

“I appreciate the calm, 
the very thoughtful reac¬ 
tions we’ve heard from 


many of our trading part¬ 
ners, including Japan and 
Canada,” he said, adding 
that both countries are act¬ 
ing based on science. 

Johanns remained firm 
on his stand that both U.S. 
and Canadian beef are safe 
and the border needs to be 
reopened. 

Wild Rose MP Myron 
Thompson agreed. 

“The most important 
thing is getting that border 
opened,” he said. “That’s 
what needs to be done, pe¬ 
riod.”

QUESTION: I've been very careful to be fair with my 
children and give them no reason to resent one another. 
Nevertheless, they continue to fight. What can I do? 

DR. DOBSON: The problem may rest in your lack of 
disciplinary control at home. Sibling rivalry is at its worst 
when there is an inadequate system of justice among chil¬ 
dren — where the “lawbreakers” do not get caught, or if 
apprehended are set free without standing trial. It is im¬ 
portant to understand that laws in a society are estab¬ 
lished and enforced for the purpose of protecting people 
from each other. Likewise, a family is a mini-society with 
the same requirements for the protection of human rights. 

Suppose that I live in a frontier community where there 
is no established law. Policemen do not exist and there 
are no courts of appeal for disagreements. Under those 
circumstances, my neighbor and I can abuse each other 
with impunity. He can steal my horses and throw rocks 
through my windows, while I can raid the apples from 
his favorite tree and take his plow late at night. This 
kind of mutual antagonism has a way of escalating day 
by day, becoming ever more violent with the passage of 
time. When permitted to run its natural course, as in early 
American history, the end result can be feudal hatred and 
murder. 

Individual families are similar to societies in their need 
for law and order. In the absence of justice, “neighboring” 
siblings begin to assault one another. The older child is 
bigger and tougher, which allows him to oppress his 
younger brothers and sisters. But the junior member of 
the family is not without weapons of his own. He strikes 
back by breaking the toys and prized possessions of the 
older sibling and interferes when friends are visiting. Mu¬ 
tual hatred then erupts like an angry volcano, spewing 
its destructive contents on everyone in its path. 

In many homes, the parents do not have sufficient dis¬ 
ciplinary control to enforce their judgments. In others, 
they are so exasperated with constant bickering among 
siblings that they refuse to get involved. In still others, 
parents require an older child to live with an admitted 
injustice “because your brother is smaller than you.” 
Thus, they tie his hands and render him utterly defenseless 
against the mischief of his bratty little brother or sister. 
Even more common today, mothers and fathers are both 
working while their children are home busily disassem¬ 
bling each other. 

I will say it again to parents: One of your most impor¬ 
tant responsibilities is to establish an equitable system of 
justice and a balance of power at home. There should be 
reasonable “laws” that are enforced fairly for each mem¬ 
ber of the family. Let me list the boundaries and rules 
that evolved through the years in my own home. 

1. Neither child was ever allowed to make fun of the 
other in a destructive way. Period! This was an inflexible 
rule with no exceptions. 

2. Each child’s room was his or her private territory. 
There were locks on both doors, and permission to enter 
was a revocable privilege. (Families with more than one 
child in each bedroom can allocate available living space 
for each youngster.) 

3. The older child was not permitted to tease the 
younger child. 

4. The younger child was forbidden to harass the older 
child. 

5. The children were not required to play with each 
other when they preferred to be alone or with other 
friends. 

6. We mediated any genuine conflict as quickly as pos¬ 
sible. being careful to show impartiality and extreme fair¬ 
ness. 

As with any plan of justice, this plan requires: chil¬ 
dren’s respect for leadership of the parent, willingness by 
the parent to mediate and the occasional enforcement of 
punishment. When this approach is accomplished with 
love, the emotional tone of the home can be changed from 
one of hatred to (at least) tolerance.
